At the time of going to press the dispute concerning workers 
at the Shell/BP Grangemouth refinery over a shift allowance 
is (or hopefully, was) in its tenth day. Somehow, incredibly, 
the timing of such an action coincides horribly with the 
running of the Scottish International Rally. Only the hard 
and callous can fail to notice how often rallying comes under 
the hammer through no fault of the sport. Remember the 
1966 RAC Rally? — cancelled, due to the action of little 
microbes which plagued cattle. giving them foot-and-mouth 
disease. More recently the “fuel crisis” caused only one form 
of motor sport to grind to a complete halt—rallying. 

Now, this year’s “Scottish” looks to be in grave danger of 
being cancelled indirectly as a result of the action of 800 
process workers; their employers supplying nearly 45 per 
cent of Scotland's fuel needs. As this is written we know 
that the RSAC, the organisers of the rally, held a meeting 
‘on Wednesday to decide whether to cancel or not—a difficult 
decision indeed. If the dispute has been resolved by the 
time Autosport appears then we would think the rally is 
likely to be run. If not, then even with an assurance from 
Esso over the supply of fuel to competitors the rally will 
almost surely have been cancelled for the sake of its public 
image if for no other reason 


Help us to help you 


In recent months it has come to our notice that there is 
great deal of apathy creeping in to motor sport in certain 
areas of the organisation and promotion of meetings in this 
untry. During the past two or three years AUTOSPORT 
has been devoting probably more column inches than any 
other motoring paper to previewing and building up race 
meetings in this country in an effort to get spectators to go 
to meetings. We believe this is worth while and has helped 
to a certain extent in creating interest in the club racing 
and rallying scene in Britain, and we intend to continue to 
do this. However, we must make a plea to clubs and pro- 
moters, “Help us to help you.” . 

Just recently there seems to have been a reluctance among. 
clubs to let us have any details of their events at all and, 
even if we can contact them six days beforehand, they have 
not got any relevant details. One of the major clubs in the 
country has even stopped issuing press releases altogether 
and then when we don't print any details of their events 
they want to know why. 

We feel we must lay the blame at the clubs, if they are 
organising a meeting and want people to attend then they 
must make the effort to inform the press. Crowds are on 
the increase throughout the country which can only be good 
for the sport, it brings in money and keeps sponsors happy, 
and this trend must continue but if they don't know even 
about the existence of an event how can they be expected to 
come ? 

So please, can we have some co-operation from organisers? 
It's not for our benefit, it's yours and motor sport in general.

As last autumn fell into winter, the great 
promise of last year’s American Formula 5000 
‘Championship began to dwindle. First of all 
there was the withdrawal of L&M, the 
generous cigarette purveyors, who had backed 
the series for three years. Then the energy 
crisis struck and the particularly drastic fuel 
shortages of mid-winter brought the prospect 
Of Sunday petrol sales being banned through- 
out the summer. Naturally disturbed by this 
development the circuit promoters were 
further upset by the withdrawal of a number 
‘of major sponsors. Afraid of bad PR in cause- 
conscious America, these companies, many of 
them directly associated with the oil or auto- 
motive industries, settled into a “low profile” 
‘and in some cases withdrew entirely. 

It looked as if everything was beginning to 
gel into a sad state when Riverside cancelled 
(later postponed) its opening F5000 round, 
and other promoters, notably Watkins Glen, 
began to make noises about cancelling their 
dates, The schedule finally bottomed at a

ENTRY & PRACTICE 


The oddsmakers had, for weeks, been picking 
Mario Andretti and Brian Redman as the men 
to watch in this season-opener. The speculs 
tion was that Andretti would have a struggle 
‘on his hands, for his Viceroy-backed, Parnelli 
Jones-entered Lola 332 was running on 
Firestone rubber and for the past few years 
—even more so in America than has been the 
case in Europe—this tyre manufacturer has 
been @ particularly poor second best. 

But on the other hand there to consider 
was Andretti’s great lust to become fully 
involved in road racing. To that end he had 
planned to compete in only the three USAC 
500-milers this year (although Joe Leonard 
damaging shunt at Ontario last. March 
scotched that idea) and it was well known 
that the Formula 5000 programme was and is 
very deliberate orientation scheme for next 
year's FI project. 

‘Along with the purchase of a couple of 
new Lolas, Parnelli Jones hired away from 
Carl Haas’ and Eric Broadley a certain Jim 
Chapman, the same deeply experienced chief 
‘mechanic who had prepared Brian Redman’s 
innovative Lola T330 of last year. A thorough 
engine programme was organised with Ryan 
Falconer, whose Falconer & Dunn concern 
had built some remarkably powerful 5000 
Ford engines for George Follmer a few years 
‘ago but had recently been side-tracked into 
too many piecemeal areas. 

The first chassis arrived in the spacious 
Vels Parnelli Jone: ‘Angeles shop 
towards the end of January and it was 
quickly built up for ‘the first tyre-testing 
session at Riverside a few weeks later. After 
that the car was thoroughly rebuilt and by 
early April, Andretti wa Riverside for 
‘serious two-day Firestone test. The team al 
carried out some comparative tests with an 
‘Alan Smith cross-over injection engine and 
they recorded some lap record-breaking tim 
that were apparently the most legitimate of 
the many scintillating winter times reported 
from California, 

‘A month ago, Chapman moved east to 
Parnelli Jones's Indianapolis. shop with a 
spare car and came to mid-Ohio for a sche. 
duled four-day test. It rained for most of 
‘those four days but Andretti got in one dry 
day ‘and ‘one wet period so, that with some 
‘900 miles of testing on the car his was 
fs most srungrout oew chassis at tnisGnio 
last weekend. 

Of all the mew Lolas, the red and white 
Viceroy car was the brightest and clean 
In fact it looked as if it were fresh out of 
the box although closer examination showed 
otherwise. Other than the obvious difference 
of the comparatively squarer Firestones (13in 
fronts and 15in rears), the car carried 
beautifully finished, all-enveloping engi 
cover-cum-airbox that is remarkably similar to 
the version on BRM’s new P201 both in shape 
and size. Like all the new Lolas the Viceroy 
ear carries the double-section banana wing 
that was developed for Redman's car last 
year. The new wing is slightly less dramatic 
in its curvature and carries shorter endplat 
than the huge ones seen last season, although 
they still extend well below the undersection 
of the wing. 

There was but one day (Saturday) reserved 
for practice and qualifying at mid-Ohio, with 
the three-hour morning session being un- 
official and the two afternoon sessions of two 
and a half hours counting for grid position 
As is now common in North American F500¢

‘AS it was, the oddsmakers were right, for 
Saturday. was a two-car pursuit» match 
between Andretti and Redman. Andrettl was 
‘about a half-second slower than Redman in 
the morning session, managing a 1 m 25.5 3 
to Brian's best of 24.9. But the little USAC 
man was clearly quicker over any number of 
laps, driving the Lola very tidily. 

‘Mario was one of the first cars out for the 
rather leisurely qualifying sessions, but 
almost immediately he was flicking his way 
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around well in the proximity of Redman's 
record (1. m 244 s) and, in less than a 
dozen laps he had managed a best of 242. 
It wasn't until the very end of the afternoon 
that Andretti bothered to come out again. By 
that time Redman had spent a good deal of 
time working his way down the stopwatch 
land was very close to @ low 24. 

It didn't take long for Mario to break into 
the 23 5 bracket. Pushing the white and red 
Lola with a hard but collected hand, the 
exhaust note cracking out a fine, crisp bellow, 
‘Andretti thrust his way around for a best of 
1m 23.267 s.

But unlike 
‘Andretti’s well-tested Lola, Redman found 
himself on ‘Saturday morning climbing into 
his new mount for the very first time, 
Although Steed had returned to the Haas, 
Hall fold the contract had happened very late 
this year and the new T332 had only arrived 
in Hall's ‘Texas shop in the early days of 
May, And to the surprise of Hall and his 
men, thelr new car carried suspension geo- 
metry that had been unknowingly revised 
from the production T332s, one of which they

Texan who was also at mid-Ohio. 

‘The car was finally completed a little more 
than a week previous to this race and before 
Jeaving Texas, Hall's test driver Franz Weiss 
‘managed about 150 miles of basic chassis 
forting. Other than the slight revisions to the 
geometry the Haus/Hall/Steed Lola T332_ is 
barely different than current production 
Lolas. It carries a Chapparal-modified Alan 
Smith engine which Is covered by a huge 
‘airbox, based on the version which Hall 
developed last year, The new airbox differs 
in having a much rounder, oval-shaped mid- 
section which encloses the roll-bar entirely. 
‘This tapering mid-section sprouts from a flat 
and ive base which stretches back as 
4 logical extension of the radiator shrouds to 
{tg end just below the leading edge of the 
Wing and just skirting the inner edge of the 
rear tyres, 

Despite his complete lack of time in the 
car, Brian was fastest of all in the morning 
Session, getting down to a remarkable 1 m 
24.9 s, He continued to put in a lot of laps 
throughout the day, stiffening the whole car 
up slightly in an effort at dealing with an 
‘almost’ violent, darting oversteer condition 
Which seemed’ co afflict most of the new 
Lolas (with the notable exception of Andretti) 
By the end of the day Redman had put in 
just over 240 miles and his best of 1 m 
24.146 6 was nearly 2 s faster than his 
‘practice best of last year. “With more weight 
and the new wing regulations for this year, 
I would have thought we would have been 
slower," said Brian. "I really don’t know why 
we're going so quickly and, of course, if it 
wasn't’ for Andretti we would be really 
pleased." Redman's hope rested in his proven 
Capabilities to almost equal his fastest times 
while running with full tanks and the possi- 
Dility of Andretti’s Firestones not lasting the 
race distance.

‘Slotting into the second front row place 
for Heat Two was the evergreen Eppie 
Wietzes, back again with a new Lola entered 
by John Clayton under the Formula Racing 
banner and turned out beautifully in a fine 
‘combination of dark blue with bold yellow 
and lime green striping. Like last year 
Wietzes is using Bartz engines and again like 
last year he is making the old story about 
him being a solid, steady runner look rather 
outdated, 

‘With only three days of testing under his 
belt since the end of last September, the 
Canadian was simply finging his way around 
ine kinks of mid-Ohio. Only Redman looked 
to be braver, and then by a mere hairs- 
width. ‘Somehow the 36-year-old Wietzes 
seems to get quicker and quicker and this 
year he seems to have exploded the myth 
that it takes him at least a few races to get 
going for he was very nearly as fast as 
Hobbs, doing a 1 m 26.190 s in a very fine 
effort 

Brett Lunger was next up earning a place 
in the first heat with a good 1 m 26671 s 
in the new, pale blue Jorgensen Steel Eagle. 
Lunger had a lot of minor sorting troubles 
with the new car @ result didn't get 
in a lot of laps. He 
smooth and collected as possib! 
down steadily throughout the day’ from an 
Initial plateau of 1_m 30 s. The sister car of 
Elliott Forbes-Robinson didn't make the grid 
‘after something slipped through the injectors 
and. did nasty to the engine internals. 
With the great rush to get the cars ready 
after the grind of Indianapolis, there had not 
been enough time to build a spare engine 50 
the enthusiastic SuperVee graduate has to 
wait until Mosport. While he was out Forbes. 
Robinson was quite impressive, throwing the 
car around with a lot of delicate control and 
getting into the 28 s bracket after just 50 
Taps of his first taste of Formula 5000 power 
on the Thursday before practice. 

Needless to say the new Eagles are beauti- 
fully turned out. Both of the mid-Ohio chass’s 
were brand new, having never turned a wheel 
prior to their ‘Thursday test session. The 
feneral configuration of the car is similar to 


the USAC design, with a pair of side 
radiators mounted just behind the front 
wheels and a fairly full, square section tub. 
As well as carrying a couple of USAC style, 
double-section dive planes, the nose itselt 
consists of a double-section wing of approxi: 
mately one-and-a-half times the length of the 
dive planes. This central wing forms a chisel 
nose within a couple of fibreglass arms that 
would be the sides of a conventional nose. 
The second wing section is set at a very 
steep angle (at least 40 degrees) and its trim 
lip just protrudes above the line of the fibre- 
glass side pieces. 

‘The Eagle cockpit surround is again similar 
to the USAC car as is the rear wing which 
is mounted on a central spar which bolts to 
the back of the gearbox via a triangulated 
network of tubing. The John Miller-built 
Chevy is covered by a very large, all- 
‘enveloping air-box. 

While the rear suspension is very much 
like the USAC car with parallel lower links 
‘and a single top link located by a pair of 
trailing arms, the front suspension is quite 
different. The lower wishbone is formed by a 
‘couple of links which pick up independently 
fof each other but in the same plane on @ 
short upright as seems to be increasingly the 
fashion these days. The upper rocking arm 
Is @ beautifully fabricated piece which works 
‘on a vertically-mounted, inboard shock/spring 
uunit. The brakes both front and rear are 
Inboard, 

The third Eagle for Garcia-Viega was not 
at mid-Ohio, although it is hoped that this 
car and at least_a few more spare engines 
will be ready in time for Mosport. 

Filling the third grid position for heat two 
and the fourth place in heat one were the 
Norris Industries, Talon MRIs of Sam Posey 

Posey never managed very 


to nose out his team-mate by 2s with 
1 m 28212 s lap. Woodner’s car is the 
prototype which has done all the River- 
side testing, and was the only one of the 
Talons to get in a good number of laps and 
Jon was pleased enough with his times in 
this his frst time out in the car. 

‘The Talons are, of cours 
McRae GM2 which went so. well 
Tasman series. Built by Jack McCormack the 
red cars are very straightforward interpreta.

‘There was a full 00 minutes of warm-up on 
Sunday morning which most people used to 
Scrub in new rubber.

Without Hobbs the first 21-1ap heat had only 
10 starters which included a late Graham 
McRae who was sprinting around about 10s 
behind the back row when the flag dropped. 
Although Lunger got the initial jump at the 
start Andretti dived ahead into the first turn 
‘and drove off into a smooth, easy lead. By 
the end of the first lap Mario was nearly 
2% ahead of Brett with Woodner about the 
Same distance back in third place. The rest 
of the field, led by John Gunn's March, 
spaced out well behind Woodner and, in fact, 
by the end Andretti had lapped all of these 
gentlemen at least once, Mario drove quickly, 
but comfortably, lapping in the mid-25s and 
crossing the line over 40s ahead of the Eagle 
‘and very nearly a lap clear of the Talon. 
McRae lasted just two laps before stopping 
with water steaming out the overflow pipe. 
Not an inspiring start to the season. 

‘The second heat was not much better. 
Posey had a lot of troubles with both the 
engine and gearbox of his Talon and didn't 
make the start so again then were just 10 
cars taking the flag. Brian Redman and Eppie 
Wietzes had soon left the field well behind 
and realising it would take some hard driving 
to beat Andretti's race time they settled down 
after half a dozen laps to entertain the crowd. 

Redman slowed down and let Wietzes close 
up and the two of them spent the balance of 
the race passing and  re-passing, nodding 
signals to each other about where and when 
to pass and pleasing the 30,000 spectators 
no end. Towards the end Evan Noyes who 
had worked up to third from the back of the 
grid, got within 105 of them and they soon 
picked up thelr pace so that Redman won by 
5s. 


For the final both Hobbs and Posey came 
out to take up back row places, while i 
their search for more speed Dan Gurney's 
men changed front and rear ride heights, 
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Ik was Andretti who led the rather slim field 
‘away with Redman doing his best to slice 
‘ross from the outside. Wietzes almost got 
is front wheels in ahead of Lunger but the 
Engle held its line and Woodner stuck his 
Jon's nose hard up behind the pale blue 
forcing Epple back to fifth. 
‘As they came pouring down the straight 
away from the Keyhole and braked down into 
the esses Andrett and Redman had already 
broken clear of Lunger, Woodner and Wietzes 
‘with Noyes leading the rest.

By the third lap Wietzes had got clear of

to find a hole in Andretti’s defence of the lead. 

It soon became a three-car race. Andretti 
Keeping tight rein on his white and red 
machine, feeding it in gently under braking, 
aiming with the greatest of care for straight 
and tidy lines. Behind the Viceroy Lola Red- 
man was tossing and sliding his Goodyear. 
shod machine, ‘taking great swoops from 
fone side of the road to the other as he 
powered out of the esses. Time after time 
Redman was able to sprint up beside Mario as 
they snicked their way through the gears 
only to have the crisp-sounding Viceroy car 
leap away at the upper end of the rev ran 
it was a frustrating business, for no matter 
what combination of tactics Brian tried, none 
‘of them seemed to work any better than the 
other, 

While all this was going on Wietzes was 
constantly chipping away at the gap. Some- 
times he would pick up as much as a full 
second a lap and even as they came pouring 
upon. some heavy traffic around the seventh 
lap Eppie was able to hold the leading duo 
within range. He was driving tidily, yet with 
immense verve, using less road than Redman 
and even in traffic lapping faster than he 
had managed in practice. 

By the 14th of the 42 laps they were all 
three together, more than 20s clear of 
Lunger who had 5s in hand over Woodner. 
Hobbs was next up, having worked through 
the field well, getting clear of Posey as they 
worked through a four-car knot. When they 
finally got free of the mid-field Sam began 
to inch up on David, but his Talon was throw~ 
ing out an ever-increasing pall of blue smoke 
and, sure enough, by the 11th lap Posey's 
energetic efforts ‘came to an end with a 
broken transmission. 

On the 17th lap the Andretti-Redman. 
Wietzes train came upon a couple of back- 
markers in the midst of the esses. As they 
dived down the hill away from the cresting 
lefthander Andretti rushed up behind one 


of the slow cars looking for a tight inside 
line into the right-hander. For just a moment 
Mario hesitated, feathered the throttle and, 
Instantly, Redman flicked his way across to 
‘the left, almost drawing level with Andretti 
with Wietzes' nose filling the tiny gap between 
the two cars. At the last__moment Mario 
snapped back to the right and around the 
backmarker, forcing Redman to flick his 
way on {0 the grass. A spume of mowed 
greenery showered across Wietzes' helmet 
5 Andretti and Redman darted, almost side 
by side, through the right-hander. 

‘Then, on the next lap, towed to- 
wards the esses again Wietzes felt every- 
thing go tight, the rear wheels locking and a 
stenching cloud of burned rubber and oll 
trailing away behind him. He wrestled with 
the slithering Lola for one long moment, 
then realising what had happened dipped the 
clutch and coasted off to the outside. It was 
depressing that the engine should fail just 
fas he had caught the two leaders and was 
beginning to make his own pressure felt 

So it was now, a two-car fight 
But the lap times wer 

now Andretti was getting around the 
busy circuit nearly 3s slower than the best 
from Wietzes' charge. The crisp exhaust note 
of the Viceroy Lola was beginning to change 
now also. There was a strange, high-pitched 
‘clatter creeping into the resonant tones of 
the Falconer Chevy. 

‘On the 23rd lap Redman tried a new tack 
exiting the esses and this time he came out 
Quicker and closer than ever before. Around 
the sweeps and flicks of the back the 
maroon Steed Lola stayed tight in the wake 
‘of Andretti's bright machine. This time .as 
they came away from the hairpin arid onto 
the straight Redman again edged his way up 
beside Andretti. Brian on the right, Mario on 
the left they rushed down the road. The 
glistening ahead of them all along the edge 
‘of the road was the oll from Wietzes’ blown 
engine. This time Mario was unable to swoop 
Into the first righthander of the esses on a 
wade line and chop off Redman's attack and 
Brian was through!

Zandvoort holds unhappy memories for many, 
and is a circult that’s been the centre of a 
lot of controversy over the years. When the 
¥5000 circus last raced there, in September, 
1973, the situation appeared to have altered 
little, and numerous were the stories of Inept 
marshalling, belligerent officialdom and untidy 
Organisation, This year there are signs of 
improvement, for even though a feeling of 
mild disatisfaction characterised the F500 
‘meeting, the depression was aimed more at 
5000 in general rather than the Nederlandse 
Autorensport Vereniging specifically.  Inade- 
quacies like the ridiculous shortage “of prac- 
tice—despite the fact. that an incident 
involving Ian Ashley held qualifying up for 
‘some 20 minutes, the session finished at the 
Scheduled timel—are stitl legacies of F5000's 
difficult birth, and unless the shortcomings 
fare ironed out soon, the formula's progress 
will continue to be hampered, 

‘The Dutch organisers, though, did a 
respectable job. They assembled a not-too- 
representative field of Rothmans Champion- 
ship runners, their task not being helped by 
the absence of both Derek Bell and Gijs Van 
Lennep, Mike Wilds and Rene Arnoux. The 
vacant ‘seat in the Hogan/Sterling Industries 
Lola 330 was filled by (wealthy) Dutch 
Formula Fordster Leen Verhoeven, while the 
absence of crowd-puller Van Lennep (whose 
name was mooted as one of the Hogan Lola 
drivers) was made up in part by the presence 
of Dutchmen Roelof Wunderink, Arie Luyen- 
dijk and Boy Hayje. Apart from these differ- 
fences, the field was much as we have come 
to expect at recent rounds of the Rothmans 
championship. 

Predictably, the front row of the grid was 
all YDS Chevron. The undulating and 
deceptively fast Zandvoort circuit was well 
suited to the “loose” handling of the Bolton 
cars, and Teddy Pilette was able to display 
all his usual verve in recording 1.225—a

or the Tarzan/Hunzerug complex at 
Zandvoort. Evans was the only driver to get 
‘any joy out of Goodyear rubber, and some 
methodical chiselling brought his’ time down 
to a very competitive 1.22.9 s in the second 
session—when the track was appreciably 
slower. “Low 22s or even high 21s are 
definitely on for a well-sorted F5000 round 
here." he ruefully remarked later. 

For Ian Ashley, it was a case of unrealised 
potential. His updated ShellSport Luxembourg, 
7330 is definitely at a power disadvantage 
compared with the new cross-over Smiths and 
Morands, but his Firestone-shod Lola is now 
stopping. and responding to changes, remark- 
ably well. His 1.23.0 s in the morning session 
promised much, but after only a couple of 
Taps in the afternoon period, an inside rear 
wheel collapsed as he was drifting out of a 
quick right-hander. Although he managed to 
keep it all together, the suspension was dam- 
aged sufficiently to preclude any further laps. 

‘Vern Schuppan was not a happy man at 
Zandvoort. Ever since he's taken over the 
Sid “Taylor/Theodore Racing Lola 1332, 
nothing seems to have gone right, and 


although his driving remains brisk and clean, 
the Australian can't help feeling slightly 
despondent. This time it was a broken cam 
follower/oil pump belt which afflicted the 
normally dependable Lola-Chevvy Smith, and 
Schuppan was obliged to non-start when 
several, internal engine breakages were dis- 

‘At Crowne Racing, thankfully, lady tuck 
appears to be working harder, for after 
‘numerous problems, including a broken tappet 
‘and a mis-set metering unit, Chris Craft was 
able to get the Adlards Chevron B24 motor- 
ing very quickly indeed—although, as he put 
it, “there's a lot to come yet.” In any event, 
be was (03, s faster than ‘the astonishing 
Roelof Wunderink, who certainly earned the 
day's bravery award. He may have been in 
front of his home crowd, he may have been 
on a circuit no one could ever know better, 
but he was nevertheless enthralling to watch.

RACE 


The weather deteriorated over Whit Sunday, 
and on Monday morning the clouds were 
heavy and grey. Rain began to fall around 
9 am, but as the cars set out for a 10 m 
unofficial practice, things began to brighten 
up. A. fresh breeze from the North Sea 
s00n dispersed the clouds, and by the time 
the 20-car field lined up for the 2 pm start, 
the sun was shining and the track was dry. 

Guy Edwards caused a bit of consternation 
when he arrived on the grid with a front 
nose fin all askew, but the Embassy 
mechanics quickly fitted another (blue) one, 
fand he joined the pace lap with time to 
Spare. Back on to the starting grid, and the 
pack was held at bay for 30 s. Then the 
flag was dropped in a flurry, and the pits 
and grandstand were blanketed in a wreath 
of tyre smoke and sound; no one can deny 
that the start Is the most exhilaratng part 
of any F5000 race. 

It was Gethin who leapt forward first, 
but as the front of his VDS Chevron dipped 
when he snatched second gear, Pilette surged 


row, and although he pointed the red STP 
Lola into the diminishing gap between the 
two Chevrons, Gethin did a nice job of 
riding up on the outside line of the corner 
and holding the Lola back in third place. 
Ashley, meanwhile, had made an atrocious 
‘start—not helped by a slipping clutch—and 
the Shellsport driver was swamped | by 
Edwards, Craft, and Wunderink as the field 
crested the rise out of Hunzerug and headed 
towards the back leg of the circuit. 

‘Two red blobs dissolved into Chevrons as 
Pilette and Gethin shimmered into view at 


the end of lap one, and behind the order was 
the same: Evans was holding on well, with 
Edwards, who was starting to get at it, 


holding off Craft, Wunderink and Ashley. 
Next were Holland, Magee, Sumner, Lom 
bardi, Belo, Luyendijk and Dean, Boy Hayje 
had) made a good start and was leading 
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Robinson, Wattiez, Verhoeven (he'd selected 
second instead of first) and McGuire: he'd 
been the subject of a first corner nerfing 
match, and the Australian subsequently 
stopped to have the bodywork attended to. 
He rejoined the race a few laps later, nearly 
spun on some newly laid oil, and finally 
gave up in disgust. 

‘After five laps, Pilette began to show his 
supremacy. Just as at Thruxton, the Belgian 
was going as fast as ever even at this 
stage of the race, and there appeared to 
be nothing that Ge-hin, Evans or Edwards 
could do about it. Teddy was helped, in 
part, by a fine wisp of spray emanating from 
his ‘crisp-sounding Morand. The engine was 
losing water, and although Gethin had 
signalled to his team-mate about it on the 
grid, there was no denying that the spray 
was making things difficult for those behind. 
In time, then, Gethin decided to hold back 
and concentrate on dealing with the hard- 
charging Evans. It was clear that the STP 
Lola was faster into corners, but as the pair 
skittered out of the fast righthander leading 
onto the straight, it was always the Morand 
which edged away. In short, It was swings 
and roundabouts, and as the race wore on, 
the Lola became firmly entrenched behind 
the Chevron, 

Edwards, just within striking distance of 
this pair, ‘gradually began to fall away as 
his front tyres grew hot. The Englishman 
was driving well, far better than his practice 
performance had indicated, but steadily 
Worsening understeer, along with tightening 
steering. contrived to make his a race of 
defence rather than attack. The Lola’ 
handling is still not right, and a finish was 
what the Embassy team needed at this stage 

season. And so it was that Chris 
always something of an F5000 enigma, 
8 to nibble away at the red and white 
Lola. He was always there, a matter of yards 
behind, and surely there was going to be a 
chance of slipping past before thirty laps 
were up? 

Mechanical wear, meanwhile, had begun 
to play its part. Damien Magee had stopped 
after four laps when a piston let go in che 
Diggest possible way; Tom Belso, findiny 
things difficult as an entrant as well as a 
driver, pulled the gear lever clean out of 
ts socket as he was battling with the lower

Ashley, whom we had 
seen losing yards on the straight and gain- 
ing mightily on the fast corners, stopped to 
change a flat tyre on lap nine, and Sumner, 
who had been going well In tenth place, lost 
it on a downhill right-hander and spun Into 
the grass. He would have continued had a 
strengthening bar (fitted for just such an 
excursion) not come through the nose and 
split a water pipe. 

On lap 14, Pilette's lap times rose dramati- 
cally. From’ consistent 124 s, the Belgian 
was now in the late 125 s, and clearly 
something was wrong. It was a tyre. The 
handling had felt awry for several laps, and 
there was nothing for it but to throw away 
the eighth race In succession and peel inte 
the pits. While Teddy sat patiently as the 
mechanics hammered away at the wheel nut, 
Gethin, Evans, Edwards, Craft, Holland, 
Wunderink and Lombard!’ flashed’ past, and 
the Chevron was some 25 s behind the Shell- 
sport car when it finally slithered back into 
the race, 

From then on it was a Chevron/Lola battle. 
Evans drew closer to Gethin than he had 
ever been before over the next four or 
five laps, and in his pursuit, he set the 
race's fastest lap, at 1.23.3. But, impressive 
s the Lola charge looked, Evans’ was having 
to work hard for his increased speed. He was 
still just out of towing distance down 
Jong straight, and he was having to make 
up yards under braking and by smooth appll- 
cation of power. Slowly, Gethin enlarged his 
‘margin, and even though he was experiencing 
ever-worsening understeer from his front 
Goodyears, and. was spectacularly locking up 
under braking, the race began to look more 
and more the property of the Racing T 
vps. 

Farther down the field, some interesting 
battles were taking place. Holland had been 
pressing on in the understeering Trojan, and 
just after half-distance had found a way past 
Wunderink's white Chevron, He had. then 
started to haul in Craft's Chevron, until a 
thick plume of smoke announced the end of 
his race on lap 21. Ashley had been steadily 
working his way up from fourteenth pl 
and Verhoeven had recovered from his bad 
start, and now had the Hogan Lola working 
well. Hayje was showing Wattiez the way 
round, while Dean brought his miserable race 
to an end when the front bodywork wore 
itself away due to continual bottoming.

Jarier 
was soon going quickly in the Matra, getting 
used to the circuit, for he had missed his 
plane back from testing in Sweden on Thur: 
@ay and had spent most of the Fri 
yawning on the pit counter after driving all 
ight from Paris to get to the circuit. At 
the new chicane it looked to be Larrousse 
who was trying the hardest and when the 
times of the first session were published, 
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Gerard was by far the quickest with a best 
of Im 40.91 secs, most of the quicker 
drivers having to take things easy at the end 
‘of the session for the second chicane was 
Starting to break up. 

‘As usual It was the final session when 
everybody tried for the quick times, 
Matra of Jarier/Beltoise finally claiming pole 
with a best of Im 40.17 secs achieved by 
Beltoise, although Jarier set an almost iden- 
tical time.

Race day was even hotter than the Satur- 
day and. shortly before the scheduled mid- 
day start, most of the cars went out for an 
tunofficial’ practice session to check out over- 


‘The only casualty before 
‘was the “Tank” which’ stopped 
after a few laps with oil pouring from the 
base of the new fan housing. Mechanics set 
about curing the leak, but by the time the 
cars lined up for the race they were still 
working in the pits. The cars were led 
around by a Lancia Stratos for the pace lap 
fand as the car pulled off, Beltoise accelera- 
ted ahead of the rest and had a few yards 
advantage over the other Gitanes car as 
the two Matras headed the field away. This 
Was enough embarrassment for the Italian 
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organisers to dock Beltoise a minute for a 
jump start, unbeknown to him! By the end

‘When Larrousse saw the Alfa closing in, 
1 went past Jean Pierre because I did not 
want to be the one in the middle,” so it 
was Beltoise who found himself watching 
his mirrors for the Alfa.

Galli spun and smashed the front 
of the Abarth while Merzario headed straight 
into the guard rail and badly damaged the 
front of the Alfa. A shocked Merzario climbed 
from the Alfa and was then taken to 
hospital to have a. dislocated index finger 
replaced and set. He returned shortly before 
the end of the race and announced that

he would be able to drive in Sweden, despite 
his "Injury. 
From this point on the race died, for 


the two Matras were left a long way ahead 
of Stommelen and then even farther ahead 
of de Adamich, who was struggling with a 
slipping clutch, The gap grew even further 
after the Merzario incident when Stommelen 
Stopped with the front spoiler all dressed 
up after punting one of the many trouble- 
some slower cars. Then de Adamich pitted 
to have « leaking gearbox attended to, which 
was causing the clutch problems. 

Farther down the field, Reinhold Joest 
had. planted himself a firm sixth in his 
Porsche 908/3 and this became fourth tem- 
porarily after the Alfa stops. Lafosse was 
holding fifth place heading the 2-lit 
field, although the engine of his Abarth wa: 
still smoking badly and things did not look 
ood, By the time he eventually handed 
‘Over to Bell, the luckless Englishman man- 
aged only two laps before a. piston finally 
broke and the car was out of the race for 
‘000. 

‘Other early casualties had been the Man: 
fredini Lola. DEV which would still not 
run properly, the 3-litre DFV creating too 
much heat for the 2-litre fuel system and 
the petrol as vaporising before it reache 
the motor. Another strong runner that was 
‘out of the race early on was the Manfred 
Mohr AMS which had been right up with 
the “second string” in the opening laps but 
ended the race after only four laps with a 
sick engine and also a bad dent in the side 
of the chassis.

After just twenty laps, the two Matras 
were a lap ahead of the rest, Stommelen 
‘one lap down with Joest a further lap down 
ahead’ of Lafosse and van Lennep. De

Even the trusty GT battle was not going 
as it should for Fitzpatrick walked back to 
the pits after 26 laps to report that he had 
spun his leading Carrera into the barrier at the 
same spot that had claimed Merzario.

Martini Porsche 
which was just about to begin the worst 
Of Its gearbox troubles. Only a lap. behind, 
the GT battle was raging hard and strong 
between the Hans Heyer/Paul Keller Porsche 
Carrera and Vic Elford in the second Loos 
car, Inter to be joined by Fitzpatrick in a 
bid’ to beat the Samson backed car. Unfor- 
tunately the second Gelo racing car was 
also destined for trouble for at the end of 
Fitzpatrick’s stint, he came in to hand over 
to Vic with the ‘engine sounding very sick.

The older TS15 of Jose Dolhem sat next 
to Schenken, just 0.15s slower. The Hart 
motor was the one used by Watson to take 
Second at Hockenheim and was freshly re- 
built, and Jose was delighted to be doing so 
‘well 'when it was generally reckoned that the 
Ford motor would be no match.

Next to Paoli on the fourth row, Dieter 
Quester was getting to grips with his new 
Chevron. An engine blew after he had set 
Im 13.108 and he was not too happy with 
having the wrong tyres. “The March was 
more forgiving, but 1 think the Chevron is 
better when applied” were his comments about 
the chassis. David Purley had to content him- 
self farther back next 10 Tambay for he only 
got in six timed laps before the rev counter 
broke and then the spark box blew.

Nick Faure in the Porsche led at first but 
John Absalom was trying all he knew to 
squeeze his delightful little Ginetta G4 past 
while Richard Jenvey and Jon Fletcher wer 
mixing their Elans with Winston Percy’ 
glorious Datsun 240Z, Fletcher, his recent 
troubles traced to a fault in a carburette 
was in fighting form and his pressure on Jen: 
vey forced the latter into an error at th 
Mountain on lap three. The next problem wé 
Faure, for Absalom had streaked into the 
Tead on the pits straight.

Best Michelin day ever 


By JOHN BOLSTER 


Juan Manuel Fangio and Stirling Moss were 
‘driving at Silverstone on May 22! In this 
‘ease, however, it was not a grand prix but 
the ‘well-known Michelin Test Day, which 
attracted more drivers than ever before. The 
main object of this stirring event is to allow 
pressmen to become familiar with foreign 
ars which don't normally come their way. 
Tam lucky to work for Autosport, which 
has. always road-tested the most” exotic 
foreigners as well as the popular products of 
‘all countries. Yet, this annual opportunity is 
‘Of value to me because 1 can extend cars 
farther than would be safe on public roads 

Nevertheless, 1 felt that I should not join 
the queues to test such things as Maseratis, 
because I get them for full road tests any: 
way and 1 would perhaps be depriving less 
fortunate colleagues of their only chance to 
experience this sort of motoring, However, 1 
id grab the chance to drive the Citrotn Bi 
Rotor, Because I had never handled this im- 
portant new car, 

‘The Bi-Rotor Is, in effect, the GS with 
Citrotn’s version of the Wankel engine. It 
has a 3-speed manual gearbox with no clutch 
pedal and a torque converter. The change is 
Very easy and second gear gives a high maxi 
mum speed—just right for the Silverstone 
corners, ‘The engine is very smooth and the 
ear reaches 100 mph extremely quickly. Th 
body panels are flared out to accommodate 
much wider tyres than those of the standard 
GS, the cornering power bel high in 
consequence. The roadholding and brakes are 
Well up to the increased performance and the 
‘Only question mark concerns the fuel con- 
sumption; a full road test will be necessary 
before 1 can check this. 

‘Another new car was the Merced 

280. This has the twin-cam six-cylinder 
engine, mated to a manual S-speed gearbox. 
T'have previously only driven this model in 
wutomatic form and the S-speed box cer 
nly improves the acceleration. This is a 
ist car, but it is the silence, smoothness, 
ind refinement that are almost’ beyond com: 
parison. As a luxury car, it was head and 
shoulders above everything else that I drove, 
but the handling did not appeal to me at all 
‘The power-assisted steering is very light 
Indeed and has little feel, while the car 
understeers strongly with power on and over- 
‘steers viciously on lift-off, It is all too easy 
to over-correct and I saw other drivers in the 
same predicament. I expect that 1 would have 
got the hang of it on a longer drive and 1 
can only say that it takes more than three 
laps to become a Mercedes-Fahrer. 

T have already driven the new Renault 
16 TX on the road, but I was surprised and 
delighted at its astonishing speed through 
‘comers on a racing circuit. It rolls quite a 
bit, which doesn't seem to matter s 
while it forgives the most outrageous 
Miberties and gives the driver supreme con- 
fidence. The S-speed gearbox has a steering 
column change, but it works very well, 
though there seems to be a bit of a gap be- 
tween third and fourth, The engine gives 
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plenty of power and though not dead smooth 
fe has a cheerful capacity for revs, 

The Renault 17 TL has a floor-mounted 
gearlever, as befits a more sporting model 
The smart coupé body is quite large and 
more interior space than many saloons. 1 
may not be quite so quick through corners 
as the outstanding TX but it has typical 
front-drive stability. 

ick to rear-wheel drive and the BMW 
525, which is the sort of car thar Rolls-Royce 
might make if they built a 2j-litre. With a 
very smooth sivcylinder engine and soft 
Suspension, 1t Is a real luxury car of sensible 
size. A sudden rainstorm soaked the track 
‘driving it, but the BMW seemed 
corner most other cars on its 
Michelin XAS tyres in the wet 

Another BMW that I sampled was the little 
1602. This is the BMW for economical 
motoring and is also the only model costing 
Tess than £2000, The four-cylinder engine is 
more audible than the six, of course, and 
this ss not particularly fast car, but th 
high third gear enhanced its performance at 

verstone. 

Daf have just announced a bigger engine 
so I tried the 66 SL 1300 saloon. The extra 
power Is not very noticeable and the excel- 
Tent roadnolding conferred by the de Dion 

le could cope with a lot more speed. 1 was 
able to take Stowe corner absolutely flat 
Which perhaps emphasises the point! 

‘a 1600 ST has a S-speed 
It is a quiet 
feel about the steering 
though Its mance is not particularly 
exciting, it ig an agreeable machine to handle 
when driven to its limit 

Perhaps one of the most enjoyable cars 
to drive was the little Fiat 128 Coupé. Here's 
2 sports car if ever there was one and the 
‘willing little thing shrieked up to 6000 rpm 
in top down Hangar Straight. Steady as a 
rock in spite of its short wheelbase, this 
small vehicle is a load of fun to drive. The 
busy little engine obviously enjoys it as 
much as you do and you feel ten years 
younger after flinging this Fiat through the 


Daf 66 SL 1300 handles well with de Dion axle but could take much more power. 


Another fun car is the Citrotn Ami Super, 
which carries the flat-four engine of the GS 
in a chassis normally propelled by two- 
cylinders, though with more thoroughly 
damped suspension. Some haughty drivers of 
‘more powerful makes were obviously in- 
censed when this slightly proletarian con- 
veyance took thelr corners away from them. 
The screaming tyres add to the enjoyment 
fang somebody at Citrogn's must have had a 
Sense of humour to design such a jolly little 
thing. 

Nothing could be more different than the 
Citron Safari, a huge estate car which will 
carry up to eight people or can be converted 
into’ an_ultra-comfortabla ambulance. Based 
‘on the DS, the big machine Is still nimble 
‘on corners’ in spite of its extra weight. 1 
have often written of the charms of the big 
Citrotns and this one has all the well-known 
features, including self-levelling suspension 
and power brakes. Anybody wanting & 
Tuxurious 100 mph lorry could scarcely do 
better than a Safari 

‘The VW Passa TS is a lively car that 
suits Silverstone well. The unusual steer- 
ing geometry makes the car lighter to handle 
than most front-drive machines but it corners 
well, with little roll, The engine sounds 
fairly busy when pressed but not objection- 
ably 0, while the gear ratios are well chosen 
for maximum acceleration. 

‘My baker's dozen Is completed by the Opel 
Commodore GS 2.8 Coupé. 1 know from 
previous experience that this is one of the 
best touring cars on the market; once again 
it was a delight to drive. The. six-cylinder 
engine has just that extra willingness to rev 
Which gives this comfortable coupé more per 
formance than would be expected. No praise 
Is too high for the automatic transmission, 
which works very smoothly but can be in: 
stantly over-ridden, when It becomes a 
manual box with sporting potential, Above 
all, the steering Is first class and the be- 
haviour on corners. outstandi 
add up to a medium: 
to. fault

One of the unashamed advantages of work. 
ing for a magazine like Autosrorr is that, 
from time to time, one gets the opportunity 
to do things that, as a  white-collar-9-to-D 
Worker, would not ‘normally arise. In the past 
Couple ‘of weeks I have been invited to do a 
couple of things which were out of the 
ordinary—one was perhaps one of the most 
exhilarating experiences I have had while the 
Other one gave me the fright of my life for a 
few. seconds. 

‘That first experience was helicopter flying. 
Maybe I'm just ignorant but it has always 
been my Impression that helicopters are an 
Accepted mode of transport by most people 
Because they've been around so long, but 
does anyone really know anything about 
them? We've seen a million feet or more of 
TV film of fighting In Vietnam with the mil: 
tary using “choppers,” we know that the police 
luce them and anyone who attended the’ Inter 
ational Trophy at Silverstone will remember 
that Lord Hesketh uses one—it must have 
come to and from the circuit about # hundred 
times during the meeting—but who else? The 
answer {snot very many. You may have 
noticed a series of full-page advertisements 
In Aurosrort recently with the heading 
"Aren't you above all that?” inset on a pic 
ture of heavy London traffic and with « heli 
copter fying above it all. The ad is placed 
by Spooner Aviation who are British age 
for Enstrom helicopters. The men behind the 
company are Roy Spooner and Dennis Kenyon, 
both experienced men in flying fixed-wing 
aircraft and helicopters. Nearly two years ago 
they decided to market the Enstrom helicop- 
ter in Britain and aim it at the people in the 
higher Income bracket for business and 
pleasure use. The reason for them taking this 
Somewhat unlikely step was that in the 
Enstrom they had a helicopter which was 
reasonably priced and thoroughly practical 
It is very difficult to say exactly how much 
‘one costs but they come new from around 
£25,000. but with extras and tax this can be 
more. An average cost of running for the 


year is about £5,000. These are very rough 
Buldelines just to show what sort of people 
they are aiming at and that in fact they are 
not out of reach of all bar multi-millionaires 
‘The competition in the helicopter market in 
this sort of price range is virtually nil. Almost 
all the others available have a basic price 
between £50,000 and £100,000 which narrows 
the market quite considerably 

However I'm not a salesman and couldn't 
begin to explain the advantages and disad. 
Vantages of each make; what I would like 
to express is how helicoptering puts you in 
a whole new world. My adventure started out 
with, @ drive. to Shoreham airport where 
Spooner Aviation is based. The 60-odd-mile 
journey. took some two and half hours 
ot very tedious driving. When I got 
into the Enstrom with Dennis Kenyon 
at. the helm’ a short while later 
the joys and the advantages of this 
form of transport were rapidly brought home 
What first struck me was the smoothness and 
comfort of the machine; the lift-off went 
Virtually unnoticed. My stomach didn't turn, 
my heart didn’t miss a beat—I felt nothing 
but complete exhilaration and for one that 
avoids big aeroplanes whenever possible 1 
was amazed. After some amazing hovering 
about five feet off the ground we climbed up, 
oh, 50 gracefully. Shoreham rapidly became 
like Toytown as we went up. I had the im 
pression that we were not making much for- 
Ward progress. What speed are we going, I 

ed? "100 mph,” replied Dennis "we could 

be. in London within 30 minutes.” Thirty 
minutes! [ask you, it took me two and half 
hours. There we were sailing along at 100 
mph as free as one could ever be from the 
troubles of the world and it felt like being 
on a raft in a swimming pool-ecstasy 

‘What, I wondered, would happen if the 
motor stopped? I presumed that rather 
the cork coming out of the raft—you 
without trace. Not a bit of it, Dennis pro. 
ceeded to switch off the engine. Mentally 1 
waved goodbye to the world and tried to 
Took calm. But, like he said, “no problem.” 

The Enstrom just floated down, the weight 
of the rotors keeping them turning, and Den- 
fis just steered it wherever he wanted to g0. 
Just beautiful To save upsetting the local 
farmers he didn’t put it down in the com 
field but just started the engine once more 
and up we went 

Having got to a sensible height where we 
could not really get into any trouble 1 was 
instructed to put my feet on the dual-control 
pedals and my right hand on che joystick. 
Having followed Dennis through the motions 
of turning it and s0 on he suddenly said 
‘you're in control, you're flying a helicopter." 
After managing to keep it going straight for 
about ten seconds my nervousness with the 
stick allowed us to start falling on our side. 
‘At this point I had to let out a small ex

‘Sunday's meeting at Brands Hatch, run under 
overcast skies, was a varied affair catering 
for Formula Ford, saloons, formule libre and 
Formula SuperVee.

Were run off speedily by the West Essex Car 
Club, although there was quite a mix- 

during ‘the libre race with two warming 
laps and grid confusion, and the Townsend 
‘Thoresen final grid should strictly have been 
decided on race places rather than times 
‘as heat one raced over an oll covered cireuit. 

Heat one of the Townsend Thoresen 
Formula Fords was led off the line by Mike 
Wallaker in his self-built Jomic but the sta 
was too eager and a 10 5 penalty and Matthew 
Argent! quickly dropped him down the field. 
‘Argenti led lap one from Druids and indeed 
hhe was never headed for the rest of the race.

he had a sizeable lead on lap one over Tony 
Whibley’s 2.3 Firenza, and that's the way they 
finished. Small class dicers Jeff Ward and 
John Homewood battled over third in their 
Imps, Ward getting by Homewood on lap 
four, only for the Kent Messenger Imp to drop 
out with gear selection problems, so fourth 
was Fred Hall's 1.7 Escort.

‘The final race of the day for saloon cars

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Brian Redman: 
a man for all seasons 


A profile by IAN TITCHMARSH 


When Brian Redman signed a contract at the beginning of April to drive for the UOP 
Shadow Formula 1 team Alan Rees managed something which had defied such notabilities 
‘as Ken Tyrrell, Colin Chapman and Enzo Ferrari for, after a six-year gap and numerous 
“quest” appearances, “the best driver in the world without a regular Grand Prix seat” 
(to quote one respected source) once again committed himself to full time Fl racing. 
In a world where Grand Prix racing Is 1s the pinnacle of achievement, the ultim 
yardstick by which talent is assessed, it has always remained something of = mystery that 
Redman should have shown such reluctance to accept the offers which have continually 
come his way. Reasons such as money or family commitments have been bandied about and 
there may be more than a grain of truth in each explanation but they are not the whole 
ry. This article is not the whole story either, for that would fill a book, but is an 
attempt to put Into perspective the career, so far, of one of the most popular drivers in the 
sport.

Brian Herman Thomas Redman was born in 
Colne, a small cotton town on the moors 
which divide North East Lancashire from the 
West Riding of Yorkshire, on March 9, 19% 
Until Brian made his mark in motor ‘racing 
the name Redman to a Lancastrian meant 
groceries, for the family owns a chain of 
Stores throughout the county. This connection 
with the food trade meant that when he left 
Rossall public school at 16 he embarked on 
three-year course at the Hotel Catering 
College in Blackpool where, it may surprise 
you to learn, they do mare than teach land. 
ladies how to serve fish and chips, as the 
accompanying photograph shows! Brian is also 
old enough to have seen National Service, 
spending two years in the East Lancashire 
Regiment, as the CO's driver and a Corporal 
based at’ Preston, With these preliminaries 
over he entered the family business, bur not 
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tor long, 

His maternal grandfather ran a mop manu. 
facturing business and was also something of 
a motoring enthusiast. When the old gentle. 
man was well into his seventies, he acquired 
a Triumph TR2 and Brian recalls driving this 
car, with his grandad beside him egging him 
in until the ‘speedometer needle registered 
the magic “ton.” The cry of triumph when it 
actually happened was apparently some- 
thing to hear. The TR2 gave way 
to an MGA Coupe but then  grand- 
father died and, lured possibly by 
the car, it fell to Brian to take over the 
business. It then dawned on his practical side 
that you couldn't fic many mops and feather 
dusters into a sports car and the MGA was 
swapped for a Morris 1000 Traveller. This 
was to become his first racing car. Before 
the mop interlude the Redman taste. for 
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been driven to the circuit, not one had come 
ona trailer, “I was 0 nervous, I had to 
hold my leg on the accelerator,” is the chief 
recollection of that first outing which brought 
‘no distinction and the car spent the rest of 
its ‘time in Redman ownership hillclimbing 
‘and sprinting with moderating success. The 
Mini had just been announced and seemed 
Uke a better way of combining mop-carrying 
with motor racing than the Traveller. Even in 
1960 there were already plenty of tuning 
shops offering ways of making the Mini 
faster and Brian's example seems to have 
become a mobile advertisement for most of 
them. A Downton head, Alexander camshaft 
and Speedwell inlet ‘manifold and Peco 
exhaust were just some of the ameliorations 


n Mini at Sitverstone. 
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which turned the car into quite an effective 
competition machine. It was better at sprint 
ing than racing although on the circuits a 
few seconds and thirds were achieved and 
Brian left the North on a couple of occasions 
one for a Slap race at Goodwood and the 
G-hour Relay st Silverstone where be was @ 
member of the Downton team. But it was a 
difficult car to maintain mechanically and, 
with the mop business having been taken 
‘over, the need for more than two seats had 
diminished. The new car was a Jaguar XK120 
bought for £350 and the new job was with 
Oswald Tillotsons in. Burnley where well- 
known rally co-driver Mike Wood also worked. 


‘The Jaguar had been bought from Gordon 
Brown, a local garage owner, and had been 
used by the factory for record attempts at 
Jabbeke in Belgium in 1952. A later owner 
had offset the wirewheels so much that the 
spinners only enjoyed 14 turns each but, un- 
bashed by cither this or Michelin Xs, Brian 
faced at Guston, near Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
finished second’ to Jimmy Blumer’s Cooper 
Monaco. “But one event completely wore the 
tyres out and ruined me,” so it was back to 
sprints and hiliciimbs. In 1962 Brian married 
hhis very charming and attractive wife Marion 
30 money was short and despite replacing the 
Jaguar with a 1952 Morgan Plus 4 because it 
was more raceable, races were still few and 
far between. About this time ITV featared 
motor-cycle scrambling on many Sunday 
afternoons and it captured the Redman imagi 
ation since was obviously cheaper than 
motor racing but seemed to be just as excit 
ing. If excitement is measured by the number 
of falls, Brian had more than his fair share 
in the first two weeks of acquiring his £60 
DOT, for he was on the ground over 100 times. 
The DOT was made in Manchester, the 
initials standing for Devoid of Trouble, and 
provided a good initiation into a sport which 
Kept Brian happily occupied throughout the 
next couple of winters. In the summers of 
1963 ‘and 1964 there were a few races in

By this time Brian had been competing in 
motoring events of one sore or ansther for 
seven years or more, road races for six, but 
his name meant nothing to anyone outside his 
circle of friends and acquaintances in the 
Lancashire motoring fraternity. He left the 
motor business and entered his family's as 
bakery manager but the desire to succeed 
asa racing driver was still there. In 
1965" the breakthrough finally came, Gordon 
Brown, from whom the earlier XK120 bad 
been bought, asked Brian to drive another at 
a. sprint at’ Woodvale, near Southport. The 
car was shared between the owner, well-

Not only had 
he not driven an E-type before, he had 
never driven on racing tyres but this time wi 
ever improved on in any subsequent race.

‘so much talent for doing this that he can 
rma comfortable living. Drivers race for 
a variety of reasons, some with the aim of 
becoming World Champion so that they are 
nearly all disappointed ; others because they 
need to satisfy their egos; others because 
they can't think of any other way of spend- 
ing thelr money or impressing the birds. Brian 
Redman races because he likes fast cars and 
whatever he does, he wants to do wall. 
Hence his rejection of some FI drives. If he 
felt that he would only be offered an inferior 
car, in which he would inevitably be an 
ran, there seemed to be little point in becom- 
ing involved in the artificial rat-race of Grand 


championship, shorter events with several 

jccesses and took the prototype Chevron 
B16 to a debut win in the NUrburgring 500 
Kms. For 1970 Porsche farmed out thelr long- 
distance effort to two teams, JW and Martini. 
The Siffert/Redman combination signed up 
with the former and the wins continued, once 
again at Spa, in the 917 this time, and also 
at the Osterreichring. In one of the purpose- 
built 908/38 the Anglo-Swiss pair won. the 
‘Targa Florio and they were second at Day- 
tona and Watkins Glen, again in 917s. Brian 
also won the newly-introduced 2-litre sports 
car championship for Chevron after a season- 
Tong tussie with Jo Bonnier’s much lighter 
Lola T210. The B16 coupe was finally re- 
placed by the B16 Spyder ‘and the champion- 
ship came to a head in the last race, which 
just had to be at Spa. They were lapping 
3's faster than the 908s the previous year 
‘and fought a fantastic battle which ended at 
La Source hairpin, the last corner of the last 
lap, when Jo Bo’ spun and Brian scrabbled 
through to win the race and the champion- 
ship. The only single-seater drives to come 
his way were in practice for the British and 
German GPs when Frank Williams offered the 
De Tomaso following the death of Piers 
Courage. In neither race did he come under 
starter's orders. 

‘Having done it all, GP-winning apart, Brian 
decided it was time to give up the inter- 


national world of motor racing, think of his 
family's future, and retire to South Africa 
where he had been offered an attractive 
position with the main VW agency in Johan. 
nesburg. Armed with a Chevron BI7 for 
some formule libre racing out there, Brian 
left Europe, apparently for ever. The job was 
not what it had been cracked up to be and 
Involved too much time listening to custo- 
mers’ complaints and trying to get money 
out of people who didn’t want to pay! He 
became ‘thoroughly dejected and Marion de- 
elded that the strains of living with a racing 
driver were more tolerable than those of 
living with a frustrated one. So it was back 
to Europe with no prospects since all the 
teams had ‘settled their drivers. A one-off 
drive in a works Surtees TS7 in the South 
‘African GP had previously been arranged with 
ome local sponsorship but this was never 
Intended as anything more, nor did it lead to 
that despite a good seventh place. 


In England the faithful Sid Taylor was 
waiting with a McLaren MI8A F5000 car 
and no driver since Peter Gethin had gone 
off to the McLaren Fl team. The car 
not one of McLaren's better efforts and was 
only good enough for two wins at Brands 
Hatch. He amassed enough points to finish 
fifth in the championship but it was hardly 
‘an encouraging return. Matters were made 
Worse by the Targa Florio where he was in- 
vited to share a 908/3 with Siffert ona one- 
off basis. It was nearly disastrous. “Iwi 
on my first lap and coming up to the corner 
where Richard Attwood had crashed two years 
earlier when I was sharing with him. I knew

thinking how silly the flames were for they 
kept on re-igniting every time he beat them. 
After 20 minutes a helicopter arrived and he 
was removed to a very evil hospital in Ter- 
mini Imerne where cigarettes and filth were 
the order of the day. Fortunately he was 
rescued by Attwood and Pedro Rodriguez and 
driven back to the hotel, then flown back to 
Manchester by Lear jet which had been hired 
by JW and Porsche, for treatment. He had 
third degree burns on the back of his neck 
and less serious ones to his face and legs. 
To this day he has the marks on his face. 


It was a poor year all round with no one 
really convinced that the F5000 McLaren w: 
as bad as Brian's results suggested. Once 
Griver reaches his mid-30s it Is easy for him 
to be written off as being past it. But once 
jain there was a crisis point, at Imola in 
Italy, where Sid Taylor bad taken a CanAm 
BRM. Brian won, by a lap, in the rain, and 
the Ferrari people who were present were 
very Impressed. An offer of a sports car 
Contract for 1972 ensued and Brian became 
part of the Ferrari steam roller in long dis 
tance racing while carrying on with Sid 
Taylor in Formula 5000. Once more Spa wi 
the highlight of the year for co-driver Arturo 
Merzario did not like the place at all, par. 
ticularly in the wet, and it was something of 
a tour de force for the Lancastrian. His other 
win of the year came at the Osterreichring 
with Ickx. In F5000 things were better too 
with a total of four wins for Sid Taylor, first 
Of all in Sid's old McLaren MIOB and’ then 
in a mew Chevron B24 which was the first 
racing car in which Brian had had a financial 
interest for a long time. McLaren offered him 
@ few drives In one of their Fi cars when 
Peter Revson was racing in USAC events and 
the effective M19A allowed Brian to show 
that he was still a driver with Pl potential 
‘At Monaco, in the pouring rain, he di 
through the field to fifth, 
earned at the NUrburgring after a crash in 


here he dri 
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practice. He was ninth at Clermont Ferrand 
and retired a BRM P180 at Watkins Glen. 
He was also offered the second Tyrrell for 
the Belgian GP while Stewart recovered from 
his ulcer but he turned it down, "Tt was ms 
only free weekend of the year_and It wi 
not worth giving up tor a one-off drive with 
no prospects.” This was the second time he 
had turned Tyrrell down, the first occasion in 
1979 after Johnny Servoz-Gavin's retirement 
when he was offered a more permanent seat 
but, as he intended retiring to South Africa 
at the end of the year, he had not taken it, 
He also earned some money for McLarens 
and himself by finishing second in the Roth- 
mans 5000 at Brands Hatch in an MIQA. 


(ineteen-seventy-three is recent history. 
Two sports car wins for Ferrari with Ickx 
at Monza and the Nurburgring were added to 
his total to make him the most successful 
sports car driver of all time in terms of wins 
together with Ickx, Siffert and Phil Hill, 
although Ickx's recent win at Spa has given 
him one more than the others. In F5000 he 
concentrated on the L&M series in the 
fates with the Jim Hall/Carl Haas Lola T3308 
and was the only driver to regularly threaten 
‘and beat the Trojans and Lolas driven for his 
former patron Sid Taylor by Jody Scheckter, 
If he had not had to miss two races because 
of sports car commitments he might well 
have ‘won the championship. Prospects looked 
good for 1974 until the energy crisis caused 
the reduction in the American series to seven 
races. Brian was so happy with the Hall/Haas 
set-up that he had given it priority for this 
year, with Fl as a possibility at the end of 
the year, only to find he now had very litte 
Sriving in prospect. For the first time in his 
life he tried to drum up some sponsorship on 
his own account to run a car in the British 
series. Sid Taylor heard what was going on 
Sand got rather worried that he might find 
me racing against him so he asked me to 
drive for him instead!” Then Revson we 
killed at Kyalami offered a decent 
retainer for Brian ti gap, having been 
impressed with his car-sorting ability. after 
@ one-off drive in the American GP the pre- 
vious autumn. Rees apparently also received 
quite a shock when he discovered how old 
the youthful-looking Redman really was and 
that they had both started racing at about the 
same time! “They sald | was the oldest new- 
‘comer to Grand Prix racing when I signed for 
Coopers; what on earth will they be saying 
now?” is Brian's comment on the situation. 
At the age of 37 he has no illusions about 
being World Champion. He will just be trying 
his hardest to extract the most from the 
machinery available. 


‘There is a lot more to Brian Redman than 
this profile can hope to convey. Someor 

has raced on all the great modern road cir- 
. is bound 
5, told with 
‘a wry sense of humour and mimicry, which 
would fascinate any true enthusiast for the 
sport, for that Is what he is, a true enthu- 
siast ‘who just loves racing cars. 


Footnote. The material for this article was 
basically obtained during a fascinating con- 
Versation extending into the early hours of 
the morning just after Easter and before 
Brian had driven a Grand Prix for the UOP 
Shadow team. It was apparent then that 
Brian would get out if he disliked the FI 
scene, however good the team and his re- 
sults. Seventh at Jarama in the Spanish GP 
was a fair beginning but his apprehension 
was well founded, and he has opted out of 
his contract by mutual agreement. The last 
word on the situation belongs to Brian: "I 
have ‘dropped out’ from the UOP Formula 
1 team purely because I get no enjoyment 
from it; the team itself is a very good and 
happy one from the management to the 
mechanics, I would like to stress that there 
were no problems at all with either the car 
or the people. The decision was made in 
Principle after Nivelles and confirmed before 
Monaco. The first-lap accident there 
had nothing to do with it, but didn't really 
make me want to change my mind!”

‘TEAC's 1974 racing season opened with an 
850 saloon race, and gave Bob Shepherd 
(Mint) quite a comfortable win from sole 
position. There was plenty of action though 
behind Gerry Glass’s second placed Mini. 
George Champion's Mini was nudged into 
‘a spin at the Elbow on the first lap by Alan 
Humberstone’s similar car, Champion's climb 
back through the field being che thing to 
watch. Meanwhile any chance of Humber- 
Stone catching David Enderby’s third placed 
Mini were dashed on lap four when Humber- 
jot all over the shop on the exit to 
‘dust thrown up must 
have put back-marker Carolyn Smith off for 
she slammed into the marshal's post shortly 
afterwards, although she was unhurt. Mean- 
while Champion caught the fourth placed 
Mini on the seventh lap, and just to give him 
a taste of his own medicine he nudged 
Humberstone in the bank at the Elbow, while 
Champion himself retired farther up the hill 
with & broken drive shaft. 

‘Tony Durderdale’s lead in the Modsports 
race only lasted until the Elbow on the first 
Jap when his Turner GT "just stopped" which 
Teft David Hipperson's JK Sportscars Midget 
and Ed Reeve’s similar car ¢o fight out the 
Tead. Both Midgets were of 1293 cc but for 
some reason Reeve was placed in the over 
1300 ce class, this being best explained by the 
organisers. On lap two the Midgets travelled 
‘side by side from the Canterbury Straight to 
the Hairpin, whereupon, Hipperson lost the 
lot and slammed into the bank, bending his 
MG quite considerably. Reeve, thus, just 
sailed on to a convincing victory ahead of 
Barry Wood's Bevanised Imp engined Ginetta 
GIS, who Inherited his place when Ted 
Arundel spun his Midget at the Elbow on 
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lap 2. Although he put up fastest lap in his 
class he still only finished last but one after 
‘a race long dice with Nick Ramus’s Midgé 
‘and Duncan Welch's similar car. John Wilm- 
hurst piloted the Vickers Sprite this week 
and. finished third in sight of the Ginetta, 
While Graham  Lilwall’s earlier G4 just kept 
the Sprite in his sights. 

‘Again in the big. saloon race the leaders 
were eliminated by accidents of one sort or 
another, ‘The first lap belonged on the road 
to Geoff Clement's 1710 Anglia although he 
received a push start on the one minute 
Signal. However he had a moment at 
Chessons on lap two, which eliminated pole 
man David. Foster's Min with deranged 
Suspension while the Anglia lost the lead on 
that lap to Geoff Drew's Cooper 5. His glory 
lasted a couple of laps before he retired to 
the Paddock, while a lap earlier Clements 
retired with ‘a puncture. All this drama left 
‘Simon Ridge’s Mini in the lead but he couldn't 
relax for John Davies was waiting a second 
behind for Ridge to make a possible mistake. 
But Ridge has been driving for too many 
years to make errors and he ran out the 
18 s victor 

By contrast everyone stayed on the track 
in the Formula Pord event although after 
lying second for the first three laps Tony 
Howard's Merlyn Mk 17a spun out of the 
race at the Elbow. Leader throughout was 
Don Smith's Merlyn Mk 20a who soon pulled 
out a reasonable advantage over his pursu 
From fifth place oa the first lap Miki Des's 
Merlyn Mk Ila first demoted Trevor Reed's 
Jamun on lap 2, John Poxon's Merlyn on the 
next lap, and then inheriting second place 
fat the expense of the unfortunate Howard. 


He then had his eyes on the leader but was 
0.6 5 short at the chequered flag. 

“The 1000 ce saloon race was the best race 
of the day. Terry Attoe’'s Cooper S got a 
flying start from the middle of the front row. 
leading Bill Shepherd's Ford engined A40 by 
‘a couple of seconds at the first lap. Peter 
Baldwin's pole winning Cooper deposed the 
A40 on lap two and set off after Attoe, who 
was extending his lead all the time Shepherd 
was in second place, At five laps Baldwin. 
hhad caught the leading Cooper S. But Attoe 

ing his car very wide, and although 
got alongside on lap seven down 
Hairy Hill, Attoe still had the advantage as 
they slid’ through the Elbow. — However 
Baldwin eventually did it at the Hairpin on 
the penultimate lap, the Attoe car getting a 
puncture, and just stopping short of the 
Pits bank although now he was out of the 
race. Baldwin wasdleft with an easy win over 
Roy Marsh's 970 Mini, while Shepherd came 
third after a moment on the seventh lap. 

‘Some of the sparkle has gone from Formula 
Vee this year, and their 10 lapper was rather 
dull, as the first four cars were well spaced 
‘out ‘throughout. Malcolm Horwood’s CM led 
the race from start to finish from Brian 
Urlwin’s McNamara, which was nearly forced 
off at Pits when lapping a back marker, 
third. was Richard Towers’ Austro, _whil 
fourth place went to Peter Wimburst's 
Veemax. After a delayed start from the out- 
side of row one, Martin Thompson's Scarab 
was next up but with the 10 second push start 
penalty he finished a lowly eighth. 

‘Alan_Corbishley's Team Castrol Mini and 
Chris ‘Tyrrell’s similar car produced a good 
lead’ dice In the Minl Se7en event, the 
honours going to the former by a couple of 
seconds, but only after Tyrrell had led briefly 
fon the ‘second lap. TEAC Mini 7 champion 
Geoff Gilkes finished third in his Lawrence 
Mini after a lonely drive while Mick Collard 
falmost did Martin Moorhead on the Iast lap 
for. fourth place, 

Even after a curtailed practice when the 
overflow pipe worked loose, and deposited 
oll over a rear wheel our very own Barry 
Foley still managed to secure pole position 
with the St. Bruno Roughcutter for the Pole 
Position Accessories SuperSports race. Sid 
Marler got the better start though in the Mar 
ler Haley Expo Systems Gryphon C74, and he 
Ted off the line, Ie was a pity Herb Moger 
couldn't get an entry, for only eight cars 
Started. The fleld was reduced by a quarter 
when the third placed Dino of Melvyn 
Coon and Caldwell Smythe's Gryphon 
were involved in a nasty-looking accl- 
dentin. Canterbury Straight on the 
‘Second lap when they both wanted the 
same bit of road, the Gryphon being dragged 
‘on top of the Dino for a moment. No one 
Was hurt but the cars were badly damaged. 
Anyway, Foley thrust the Rougheutter into 
the lead on lap four and extended his lead 
by almost a second a lap thereafter. After a 
eat and mouse game with Peter Froude's 1.0 
Gryphon, and the Ellova of Marler Junior, 
Dave Bettinson's Mickey Mouse Special 
finished third to Froude and Andrew Marler.

Racing tyres; the bonuses, availability and 


marketing of racing tyres in Britain 


From the outside, and perhaps even from the 
inside, the systems and marketing operations 
of tyre companies involved in motor racing 
in this country, may seem complicated. The 
competitor living in Plymouth or Llandrindod 
Wells may well be reluctant to travel hun- 
dreds of miles to talk about new tyres and to 
pick them up, but, in fact, he may not realise 
to what extent his business may be done over 
the phone, and that he may be able to pick 
up the tyres from his local dealer down the 
road. Then of course there may be tyres that 
he will want to buy that he's heard of which 
may be development tyres. Competition tyres 
and the business involved is quite likely t 
be confusing to many, and this article, it is 
hoped, will be of some assistance to many 
competitors who have been involved in much 
thought, and perhaps the occasional mistake, 
to get the power of his car on to the road 
with the maximum possible effect in handling 
a5 well as straight line grip. 


Goodyear's closely knit pattern is still used 
in Canam and Indy, but was used in the 
dry for saloons and sports cars, 


When covering tyres, one isn’t just talking 
about widths, race lengths, compounds, cir 
‘cuits, weight ‘of car, etc, but also the servic- 
ing available. Some companies attend many 
meetings, some very few. Thelr services vary, 
some run trade discount, some bonus schemes 
and so this is an attempt to give a run-down 
on the individual companies selling competi- 
tion tyres in this country, of which the “Big 
‘Three” are Dunlop, Firestone and Goodyear. 
So that’s the area to be covered, but for the 
ambitious Lord Hesketh types, we won't be 
covering the complicated world of Formula 
One. As can be imagined when taking into 
‘account the amount of testing done by teams 
in Formula One, the formula is very much 
for the development of tyres and does not 
basically involve retail sales, although some 
Formula One teams still buy their tyres. 
But one cannot simply step out of one's 
U2 and buy the latest Fl super sticky. How- 
ever, the production ranges of each of the 
three companies are well covered, and there 
is all sorts of information available from all 
three companies which can help the com- 
petitor in bis bid for the best tyre. It is on 


this information, available ¢o everyone, that 
this article 4s based. 


DUNLOP 


Dunlop are the only one of the three com- 
panies not involved in Formula One racing, 
and yet their successes are still considerable 
in other realms of racing. The 3}-year story 
of how they arrived at the current tyres used 
on the Group Two Ford Capris is one of the 
‘most interesting, but it's a story on its own 
and development anyway. 

‘The competitions Department of Dunlop is 
based at Fort Dunlop in Birmingham and was 
formed at the beginning of this year from the 
former centre at Kingsbury in North London 


and now handles both motor and motor cycle 
racing activities. Car racing tyres may be 
bought either directly from Fort Dunlop or any 
Of five regional depots at Belfast, Bristol, 
Glasgow, Leeds, Manchester and Nottingham, 
while there is’ still a base in Hamystead 
Road, London. Add to these a further 26 local 
depots where tyres may be collected and you 
have the extene that Dunlop racing tyres 

available in Britain. However, thelr fitting and 
balancing service operates at Fort Dunlop 
five days a week, although service vans had 
a programme of 30 events in the UK to 
be covered this ith on-cireult facilities 
In addition, there 'are small competitions 
departments in France, Germany, Italy, 
Australia and New Zealand on various scales, 
of which Germany, with the involvement. of 


Both works Fords and BMWs uxe Dunlops in the European G2 championship rounds. 
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Tune in 


Ford and BMW, both Dunlop users, has the 
largest. In other territories, sales are handled 
by. the local Dunlop selling companies. 

‘The Competitions Department is headed by 
Jeremy Ferguson, and his small team are 
‘always on the end of a phone for advice 
needed In buying race tyres. They receive 
about five letters and between 10 and 15 
phone calls a day asking for advice, 

‘As with the other companies, there are 2 
number of details required before ordering 
tyres, and the men involved know exactly 
the capabilities of tyres, what they can oF 
what they can't. Consequently, they have 
the facility to tell a competitor racing an 18 
ewe saloon in fairly long distance races on 
fa rather rough surface, with 250 bhp, exactly 
which tyres and of what compound would be 
the most suitable, and it's worth bearing in 
mind that this information is vital to them 
before they can advise. 

Dunlop offer a bonus scheme which 
involves €12,000 to be shared between motor- 
cycles, rallles and car racing. It has been 
formulated with the privateer very much in 
mind. and for those rallies with private 
entrant's classes, there is a separate structure. 
Tn the major club rally championships bonus 
In the form of tyres Is awarded on overall 
championship results. The car race schedule 
covers the European and British Touring car 
championships and with the Clubman in 
mind, the ShellSport Clubmans championship, 
the Formula SuperVee championship and the 
Blue Circle Modified sports car series. Whilst 
talking about money, there is no recommended 
retail price for tyres; dealers form their own 
structure, 

‘Over 40,000 Dunlop competition tyres are 
exported annually. Consequently successes 
around the world are considerable, but both 
the European Touring car championship and 
the European GT series were won on Dunlops 
last year, All five of the Castrol Anniversary 
G1 Touring Car championship rounds have 
been won on Dunlops, but to give some idea 
of how complicated It can be, no fewer than 
five dry and four wet variants have been 
evaluated for the GI Capri alone. Dunlop, 
Incidentally, are. the only company who 
market tyres for Historic cars.

sible to transfer from the photo-copy straight 
on to the 1/50,000 but the copies handed to 
the English crews were of a poor quality 
and meant that first the route was transferred 
to a proper Michelin and then to the large- 
scale. With only 6m allowed for the start 
to the first time control, and the outskirts of 
Dieppe plus two passage controls on route, 
it was not surprising that many crews were 
Iate at the first control, The pressure was 
kept up throughout the road section by the 
clever placement of passage controls on short 
sections and by using difficult-to-find loops— 
the Harvey/Pettie car was soon in trouble, 
missing first a passage control by taking a 
“not on the map” short cut and then a code 
board on a difficult loop in a village. This 


code board was also missed by Collins/Davies 
but appeared on their time card after a brief 
conference with Lurot/McKerrell—they never 
did see it but as luck would have it the 
board was not changed for the second or 
third loops, 

The first two laps were identical, with 
the passage controls moved and code ‘letters 
changed, but on the third. lap a route 
amendment " was issued which caused chaos 
amongst many of the local crews, including. 
the well in contention Capri 3000 of Blondin 
Lecavozin, who dropped two controls. Cer- 
tain controls in each loop were followed by 
neutral sections containing the hillclimbs and 
the two. ex-works 1800 Alpines of Gendron 
and Cochis were fastest on all of the climbs. 
Stuart Collins did well to be fourth fastest 
on one hill whilst Antoine Lurat managed 
‘fth fastest on one, 

Back in Dieppe the Kati Lurot/Jil! Pettie 
crew were applauded into Parc Fermé having 
finished their first-ever rally and the crews 
had a few hours’ sleep before the mid-day 
cocktail party. The competitive part of the 
rally was concluded with a slalom on the 
Dieppe seafront watched by a crowd of 
10,000 on which Antoine Lurot sealed victory 
with a steady run, Stuart Collins amused the 
crowd with some sideways motoring and 
Dacre Harvey went bale chasing. The event 
ended with a superb dinner and’ prizegiving 
which Is always looked forward to. The cost 
of competing on the event for a British crew 
Is about €100 including hotel, meals, entry 
fee and petrol, and perhaps next year a few 
more do. this. very enjoyable and 
worthwhile event
